Hearing Discussion 
of Reservations. 


FORMAL DELEGATE 
WILL NOT BE SENT 


Changing American Amend- 
ments to Protocol Held 
Impossible at Sessions. 


By ALFRED W. FOX. 

The United States will be irivited 
to send an observer to the League of 
Nations ccnference in Geneva on 
September 1, which will consider the 
American reservations to the world 
court protocol. 

President Coolidge’s. refusal. to 
send a formal representative to par- 
ticipate in this conference is accept- 
ed as final, but several of the inter- 
ested powers believe that the Ameri- 
can State Department may wish to 
have Hugh S. Gibson, American 
Minister to Switzerland, or some 
other official on the spot when the 
discussions begin. Accordingly, Mr. 
Gibson or anyone else the United 
States wishes to designate, will be 
given access to all the minutes and 
records of the proceedings and will 
be invited to hear the debate and 
discussions and send first-hand re- 
ports to Washington. 

Whether or not the United States 
will avail itself of the opportunity 
remains to be seen. Secretary of 
State Kellogg is expected to appre- 
ciate the consideration which the 
league is showing to America, but 
he may prefer not even to sanction 
attendance at the conference by Mr. 
Gibson or an American diplomat 
from the American Legation in 
Switzerland. There are strong rea- 
sons, it is admitted, in favor of send- 
ing an American observer, but per- 
haps equally strong reasons. for de- 
clining to follow this course. 

Question Left to League. 


So. far .only five nations have 
accepted the drastic American reser- 
vations, one of which is regarded as 
amending the court protocol and 
placing the United States in a posi- 
tion of practical suzerainty over all 
court members. They are Cuba, 
Liberia, Greece, Uruguay and Alba- 
nia. Nearly all the powers have 
refused to take action until the 
League of Nations meets next 
month. Many of the powers have 
even refused to acknowledge Secre- 
tary Kellogg’s communication ask- 
ing if the reservations are accept- 
able. 

The consensus among the pow- 
ers apparently has been that the 
question of the American reserva- 
tions is a League of Nations matter 
in view of the fact that the court is 
thes creature of the league and 
linked with the league in its opera- 
tions. As the powers must accept 
unanimously the American reserva- 
tions if the United States is to be- 
come a court member, the simplest 
process seemed to the powers to be 
to let the league hold the conference 
and give its verdict. | 

Certain of the powers were in 
favor of informing the United 
States government in advance that 
the fifth reservation was obviously 
impossible to accept and requesting 
America to send a delegate to dis- 
cuss changing this reservation. The 
fifth reservation provides that the 
court must have the consent of the 
United States before it gives an ad- 
visory opinion to the counsel of the 
League of Nations on any matter in 
which the United States has or 
‘claims an interest.” 

Inferiority Feared. 


The South American countries in 
particular regard this reservation 
as placing their respective govern- 
ments in a position of inferiority 
to the United States, as no Latin- 
American country could ask here- 
after for an advisory opinion of 
the court without first asking the 
permission of the United States. In 
other words the veto power which 
the fifth reservation asks for is 
interpreted as a claim that America 
must be given a special position of 
dominance which no other member 
of the court enjoys. 

But President Coolidge and Sec- 
- retwty Kellogg are powerless to 
offer the league any encourage- 
ment with respect to changing res- 
ervation No. 5. The Senate has 
ratified the protocol with that and 
_ other reservations and the execu- 
tive branch of the government can 
mot dot an i or cross a t on the

Paris, Aug. 18.—To cede to the 
United States 2,000,000 acres of 
land in Indo-China, suitable for 
growing rubber, as a settlement for 
the French war debt to America, is 
the proposal made by Deputy Out- 
rey, representing Cochin-China, in 


today. 


Raymond Poincare, premier and 
finance minister, outlining his proj- 
ect. During the present parliamen- 
tary vacation, the deputy intends 
to carry on an active campaign to 
enlist the support of senators and 
his colleagues in the lower house 
for the plan. 

M. Outrey estimates that there 
will be a deficit of 186,000 tons in 
the rubber supply in 1928, pro- 
gressing to 399,000 tons by 1935. 

“We can offer the Americans a 
proposition to produce sufficient rub- 
ber annually to supply the market, 
thereby reducing prices to a reason- | 


fording a saving to United States 
consumers of 8,000,000,000 paper 
francs on the 400,000 tons of rub- 
ber they use,’ he says. “America 
already is seeking to grow rubber in 
the Philippine islands and Liberia, 
but without success. 

‘“‘So I propose to demand that the 
government and parliament use the 
colonies as exchange for money and 
lease for a long term the million 
hectares of ideal land for rubber 
raising in Indo-China..”’

P.).—City trustees of Calexico to- 
day forwarded a request to the com- 
mander of the Ninth corps army 
area at San Francisco that a force 
of 500 men be sent here at once 
to protect the city in event a re- 
volt breaks out in Mexicalia, the 
Mexican town across the border 
from here. 

City officials asked for the troops 
following reports that there are 
many asserted confederates of Gen. 
Enrique Estrada, former Mexican 
secretary of war, who with 150 fol- 
lowers was arrested on the Ameri- 
can side of the border a few days 
ago on charges of plotting a revo- 
lution, still active in Mexicali. 

Unofficial reports here were that 
the Fourth army battalion has been 
ordered from Guaymas, a port on 
the west coast of Mexico, to Mexi- 
cali to guard against a possible in- 
surrection. This would double the 
present Mexicali garrison of 300 
men. 


Garrisons Strengthened.

White House Saves $12.75 
By Promptly Paying Bills 


Discount System, Urged by Lord, Followed for. First 


Time by Executive Offices—Efficiency Bureau 
Earned 44 Cents—Hooyer’s Only $570.71. 


The executive offices of the 
White House, workshop of Presi- 
dent Coolidge, chief spokesman of 
government economy, contributed 
$12.75 to a total of $675,832.52 
saved the government in the last 
fiscal year through acceptance of 
discounts for prompt payment of 
bills, it was disclosed in a state- 
ment made public yesterday by 
Brig. Gen. H. M. Lord, chief of the 
budget bureau. 

On what the discount was earned 
by the executive office was not 
specified, although a comparison of 
the statement made public yester- 
day with an earlier statement is- 
sued by Gen. Lord shows that the 
White House has been one of the 
last of the government departments 
and bureaus to take advantage of 
discounts for prompt payment of 
bills. 

Up to April 14 the White House 
never even invited discounts for 
prompt payment, but the unex- 
plained regeneration apparently 
has been complete, for since the 
date of the issuance of the first 
statement by Gen. Lord, the execu- 
tive offices have not lost one penny 
which could have been saved by 
inviting and taking discounts. 

Taking of discounts by the de- 
partments, budget bureau officials 


declare, has meant a saving of mil- 
lions of dollars to the government 
through lower prices resulting from 
sharper bidding for government 
business since business has begun 
to awaken to the fact that the gov- 
ernment not only will pay its Dill 
but pay promptly. 

Sharp criticism was voiced in 
April by Gen. Lord of those depart- 
ments which failed to put their 
purchases and payments for them 
on what he termed a sound business 
basis, and the names of sixteen bu- 
reaus which were listed as not 
having invited discounts in the 
April statement were listed as 
among the majority which now 
asked for discounts in the statement 
made public’ yesterday, covering 
transactions to the end of the year. 

Eighteen bureaus, however, still 
are ‘‘unreconstructed and follow the 
before-the-world-war practice of not 
asking for and not paying for and 
not getting discounts,” the latest 
statement showed. ‘‘The exceptions, 
however,’ Gen. Lord said, “are now 
so few that the principle of dis- 
counts for prompt payment may be 
regarded as definitely adopted by 
the United States government.”’

cused by Clark of threatening the 
latter’s life because he talked too 
‘much about the Mellett murder. 
Clark was taken to Cleveland, 
where he will be arraigned. 

Bernsteen indicated tonight that 
he washed his hands of the murder 
investigation and will direct his 
attention solely toward cleaning up 
violations of the Federal prohibi- 
tion and narcotic laws in Canton’s 

‘jungle.”’

Norfolk, Va., Aug. 18 (By A. P,) 
A magazine said to contain 1,000,- 
000,000 rounds of small arms am- 
munition exploded at the army am- 
munition depot at Pig Point, on the 
James river, 15 miles from Ports- 
mouth, tonight at 7:10 o’clock. No- 
body was killed or injured, a hasty 
check up was said to have shown, 
and the chief damage was to the 
building housing the magazine, 
which was destroyed. Fire appa- 
ratus from Portsmouth aided the de- 
pot garrison in fighting the flames 
with chemicals. 

Late tonight the fire was believed 
to be under control. Families of 
civilian employes were rushed out 
of the danger zone, and the garrison 
was prepared to desert the station 
if the flames gave indications of 
spreading to nearby magazines. 

The explosion, like that at Den- 
mark, a few weeks ago, was blamed 
on lightning, although the blast did 
not occur for several hours after 


‘an electrical storm had passed over 


the depot. The theory was that the 
lightning had set a slow fire. ‘To 
the fact that practically the entire 
personnel of the depot was attend- 
ing the nightly exhibition of mo- 
tion pictures and were thus drawn 
away from the danger zone was at- 
tributed the lack of casualties. 

Several men later were tempo- 
rarily blinded by the glare, but will 
not suffer. permanent impairment 
of their sight. 

The magazine was known as No. 
L-11 in the center of the district 
four. That no other magazines 


were involved was considered a 
piece of good fortune. The detona- 
tion rocked the entire section and 


smoke as the blast leaped heaven- 

ward was visible for many miles 
up the James river and over Hamp- 
ton Roads. Apparently the top 
layer of ammunition only exploded, 
that beneath being protected from 
eir. However, the lower ammu- 
nition was set on fire and was 
burning from the top. It was on 
this that the firemen and soldiers 
were centering their efforts.

U.S. Passengers Among 
13 Victims of Crash 
in England. 


9 ARE IN HOSPITAL 
IN CRITICAL CONDITION 


Farm Hands See Machine, 
Handicapped by Fog, Fall, 
Striking a Barn. 


London, Aug. 18 (By A. P.}.—A 
big French passenger lane on a 
flight from Paris to the London air 
station at Croydon, crashed to 
earth this afternoon near Folkstone 
in a heavy fog. It carried thirteen 
passengers. Two passengers were 
killed, one was reported to be Rob- 
ert Blaney, of Boston, Mass, and the 
other was thought to be an Italian. 

Six other Americans were § in- 
jured. The names of the Americans 
who were aboard were given as 
Robert Hutchinson, Mr. and Mrs. 
Stanley Hazard, Miss Nell Wick, 
Laurence Strohl and Mrs. Edna 
Troarn. Their home addresses are 
not given in the passenger list. 

The Daily Mail says, however, 
that two of the American passen- 
gers on the wrecked air plane, Miss 
Elizabeth Bennett and Miss Saiden, 
are being treated at the Sandgate 
hospital. They received cuts in 
the face and arms, as well as other 
injuries. 


Condition of 9 Is Critical. 


The Victoria hospital at Folke- 
stone, to which nine of the injured 
were transferred, reported late to- 
night that all were in critical con- 
dition. The hospital staff was fully 
occupied with operations and it 
was impossible to give the names 
of the victims there until morning. 

Seen Only by Farm Hands. 

The names of the dead and in- 
jured were not known tonight. 
Nine of the ihjured were taken te 
Victoria hospital at Folkestone; 
two of them are reported in a dan- 
gerous condition. The two other 
injured passengers were taken to 
Sandgate hospital. 

Only a few farm hands wit- 
nessed the disaster, which occurred 
about 2:30 p. m. Owing to the 
fog, the plane was forced to de- 
scend to a low level for its~bear- 
ings. Approaching Romney 
marshes, it appeared to have en- 
gine trouble. It dropped rapidly, 
struck the top of a barn’ and top- 
pled over onto a haystack. Both 
pilot and mechanician were pinned 
beneath the forepart of the ma- 
chine, which was torn away.

A 
manufacturing plant the size of a 
city block employing 20 to 30 men 
would be able, he said, to produce 
in the form of yeast as much food in 
24 hours as 1,000 workers could 
produce from 70,000 acres in an en- 
tire year. 

The problem of the world’s food 
supply, when the increasing popula- 
tion had made it acute, may be 
solved, according to Dr. Barnard, 
not only by the foods now used, but 
by the utilization of many forms not 
used at present. 

“It may be possible,’ he said, 
“theoretically to look forward to a 
time when the population of the 
world will exceed the food supply. 
but that time can not be measured 
in terms of the extension of areas 
available for the production of 
cereal grains or the raising of 
wheat. We must now also reckon 
with the products being developed 
by the biologist and the chemist.” 


China Slowly Starving. 


China, representing the oldest 
civilization on earth is suffering a 
process of slow starvation, Prof. C. 
G. Ditmer, of New York university, 
told the institute in outlining 
China’s social conditions. The 
population problem is at the root 
of all her trouble, he said. There 
are between 350 and 450 mililons of 
people in the republic, but since the 
Chinese take no interest in the 


no one knows the exact figures. The 
struggle for existence is all-engross- 
ing, he asserted, and has the effect 
of eliminating all but the fittest. 

Prof. Ditmer said it was inter. 
esiing to note that the medical mis- 
sions in China in the process of life- 
saving and life-prolonging are fur- 
ther complicating the problem. He 
estimated the average duration of 
life in China at twenty vears. 

Dr. E. H. Hume, president of 
Yale in China. tracing the reaction 
of this oriental people to Western 
civilization, said it was the West- 
erners’ skill in arms that shook 
first the complacency of the Chi- 
nese.

Before he: completed the final 
draft of his speech, Mr. Kellogg 
had not only his conference with 
President Coolidge, but» had re- 
ceived first-hand reports from mem- 
bers of the American delegation, 
who had returned from Geneva and 
could tell him of their conclusions 
as to motives behind some of the 
French or other maneuvers in the 
expert committee, lie reflected 
the hope of these delegates that 
eventually tangible results’ will 
flow from the Geneva conference if 
it can be kept from frittering its 
opportunity away in idle specula- 
tion as to impossible and imprac- 
ticable limitation formulas.

Jecause of this, he added, Amer- 
ican interest was less immediate at 
Geneva in the land * armaments 
question, although its participation 


in limitation of. naval armaments 
was more direct. 

“Here (in naval armaments) it 
is obvious that regional agreements 
can not be so effectively employed,”’ 
he continued. “It is rather the 
task of the principal naval powers 
of the world to take the lead in 
the endeavor to find means to do 
away with future competition in 
naval construction. 

“Tl reiterate that the United 
States would be glad to cooperate 
with other naval powers in extend- 


ing the principles of the Washing-| 


ton treaty to other classes of naval 
vessels, and I earnestly hope that 
such a measure may soon be prac- 
ticable.’’ 

The Secretary referred to the in- 
dicated desire of ‘‘certain of the 
powers at Geneva” to lump land, 
sea and air armaments together as 
“an inseparable whole,’ on the the- 
ory that reduction in any one 
branch must be contingent upon re- 
ductions in the other two. While 
the United States recognized ‘‘a cer- 
tain interdependence” of this kind 
in some cases, he said, it felt that 
“every effort should be made to 
simplify and not to complicate” the 
limitation problem, and _ believed 
the success of the Washington con- 
ference was due to the fact that it 
had ‘‘selected and attacked concrete 
problems and worked out an agree- 
ment which is entirely practical.’’ 

Isabelle Agnes Macdonough, 
great-granddaughter of Commodore 
Macdonough, who at the age of 30 
blazed his name across the history 
of the nation, unveiled the monu- 
ment.

DRY LAW INJUNCTION 
LIMITED TO ONE YEAR 


U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
Holds That They Are 
Not Perpetual. 


St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 18 (By A. 
P.).-—-United States circuit court of 
appeals in a majority opinion hand- 
ed down today held that injunctions 
against Volstead act violators are 
not perpetual, but are effective for 
one year only. 

The opinion was written by Cir- 
cuit Judge Lewis and concurred in 
by District Judge Phillips. A dis- 
senting opinion was handed down 
by District Judge Farris. The 
three judges sat as an appellate 
court. 

The majority opinion reversed 
the action of District Judge Van 
Valkenburgh, who found Charles 
C. Webb, of Kansas City, guilty of 
contempt in violating an injunction 
and sentenced him to serve seven 
months in jail and, to pay a fine 
of $500. It held that. Judge Van 
Valkenburgh erred and that Webb ' 
must be discharged.

CANADA AS. PARTNER 
DRY WORK OF U.S. 
§ COOLIDGE'S GOAL 


Kellogg Is to Propose New 
Agreement at Once 
on Smuggling.

Making Prohibition Effective

Paul Smiths, N. Y., Aug. 18.— 
Canada is to become virtually the 
partner of the United States in en- 
forcement of the American prohi- 
bition law under an arrangement 
which the Coolidge administration 
is taking steps to put into effect. 

By virtue .of this understanding, 
Canada and the United States, 
far as enforcement of the Volstead 
act is concerned, will cease to be 
separate countries. They will be 
sister states under the white flag of 
prohibition. Canada, rolling in 
wealth from sale of bootleg liquor 
to the United States, has consented 
to put an end to the illicit business. 

Secretary of State Kellogg, who is 
concluding a three-day series of 
conferences with President Cool- 
idge at White Pine, is to ask the 
Canadian government at once, it 
was learned tonight, to receive 
American officials to work out an 
understanding designed to shut off 
completely the supply of bootieg 
liquor from Canadian sources and 
enable the American prohibition 
forces to capture smugglers wher- 
ever smuggling is attempted.

This is one of 
features of a new program of pro- 
hibition enforcement which the 
Coolidge administration confidently 
expects will make this country as 
dry as the Sahara in less than a 
year. 

President Coolidge is determined 
to leave no stone unturned to make 
prohibition prohibit. He has im- 
pressed his subordinates that, na- 
tional prohibition being the law, it 
must be enforced to the letter and 
to the limit of the government’s ré- 
sources. He refers to national pro- 
hibition as ‘“‘the salutary law.’’ 

Brig. Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, 
in charge of prohibition enforce- 
ment, has agreed to remain in of- 
fice until the end of the present 
Congress, at least, in order to carry 
out the measures devised to clamp 
down the Volstead lid airtight. He 
has received fresh assurance that 
he has the confidence of the Presi- 
dent in his efforts to mop up the 
damp spots and he is going to it 
with renewed vigor.

Amendments Favored. 


With the agreements he has just 
negotiated with the British govern- 
ment he thinks he sees his way 
clear to a complete wiping out of 
smuggling from the British isles, 
Canada, the Bahamas and other 
British possessions. 

With the amendments to the Vol- 
stead act the administration intends 
to put through Congress next win- 
ter he expects to be able to stop en- 
tirely the diversion of industrial al- 
cohol to beverage purposes, and to 
put a fatal crimp in moonshining 
on a large scale. If this program of 
stopping up the leaks from outside 
in, and of drying up domestic pro- 
ductiow of intoxicating beverages, 
works out successfully, it will be- 
come next to impossible to get a 
safe drink with a kick in it. 

The arrangements with Canada 
to enlist the power of that country 
as American dry law enforcer are to 
be made by Mr. Andrews himself 
and representatives of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. Gen. Andrews is 
coming to Lake Champlain for his 
vacation. President Coolidge may 
summon him to White Pine camp 
while he is in the vicinity. As soon 
as Secretary Kellogg arranges the 
conference with Canadian authori- 
ties Gen. Andrews wil go to Ottawa 
to discuss with the Canadian min- 
ister of custom measures to be tak- 
en by that department to prevent 
smuggling of liquor into the United 
States. 


To Exchange Information. 


The measures Gen, Andrews 
wants the Canadian government to 
put into effect relate to the regis- 
tration of véssels employed _ in 
smuggling and to other phases of 
the illicit liquor traffic. He paved 
the way for the understanding with 
Canada in his negotiations in Lon- 
don. Under the terms of this un- 
derstanding there is to be complete 
exchange of information between 
the United States on the one hand 
and the British Isles, Canada and 
British possessions on the other 
relation to enforcement of the 
American prohibition law. These 
British governments agree to stop 
attempted smuggling at the source. 
Vessel registration regulations in 
Canada an dother British territories 
are to be made the means of con- 
fiscation of boats used by smugglers. 
Information is to be _ furnished 
American authorities of movements 
of liquor shipments the destination 
of which is suspected. This applies 
not only to manifest of cartons for 
shipment by water but to transit of 
liquor across lake border.

first. Ile said that if they came 
from cranks there was no telling 
what might happen, but that if they 
were written by political enemies 
who wished to frighten him from 
the course he was pursuing in poli- 
tics he could not be frightened. 

The letters climaxed nearly two 
score that have been written to R. 
(;. Stewart, editor of the Cedar Rap- 
ids Tribune, and a close friend of 
Col. Brookhart, and the colonel] 
himself. No traces the writers 
have been obtained. : 

The latest letters were received 
by F. C. H. Schminke, prominent 
druggist at Marion, who introduced 
Col. Brookhart to the .fair crowd, 
and by Arthur Granger, postmaster 
at Marion. Schminke’s letter con- 
cluded: ‘You'll Brookhart to- 
morrow and you'll see him shot.’ 

Constable W. J. Fleming, who 
was a candidate for sheriff last 
June, said today that he had re- 
ceived a letter during the campaign 
offering him $15,000 if he would 
shoot Brookhart, but believing it 
the work of some crank, he destroy- 
ed the letter without reporting it to 
Federal authorities. 

A letter was found in the Marion 
hox of the Evening Gazette-.last Fri- 
day which threatened the life of 
Col. Brookhart if he spoke at 
Marion, but as it was unsigned, no 
attention was given it. At Marion 
it was said by officials that they be- 
lieve they know who wrote the

The British «Ambassador paid 
glowing tribute to the United 
States as a leader among nations. 

“What I specially rejoice’ in 
here,”’ he said, ‘‘is rather the belief 
that this country is leading the 
world into a new era, into a better 
way of life that, provided we can 
keep the ideal before our eyes as 
well as the merely practical, will, 
and indeed ultimately must, make 
for a great spiritual rebirth and 
help us to that universal peace, 
both at home and abroad, for which 
all men in all countries are truly 
longing today.”’ 

The speaker expressed the belief 
that as America today honored the 
birth of Virginia Dare ‘‘because she 
represented the small source and 
beginning of this mighty American 
people,’’ South Africans will some 
day commemorate the genius of 
Cecil Rhodes, leader in the British 
acquisition and civilization of Rho- 
desia. 


Links Rhodes and Raleigh. 


He classed Rhodes and Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh as two other of world’s 
outstanding empire builders. 

In conclusion Sir Esme suggested 
creating Roanoke island into “a real 
place of pilgrimage for men of Eng- 
lish speech from all parts of the 
world and that a monument of the 
‘White Doe’ (Virginia Dare) the 
set up here to commemorate all 
that the coming of the English to 
this continent has meant and will 
yet mean in the history of the 
world.”’

Coolidge could do would be to en- 
ter into negotiations at Geneva for 
changes in/the American reserva- 
tions and then submit these changes 
to the Senate for ratification. But 
the President is understood to be 
against attempting any such pro- 


gram. Admittedly, it is extremely 
doubtful if the Senate could ever 
be prevailed upon to ratify another 
world court protocol. 

Thus, it appears to the State De- 
partment that nothing is to be 
gained by discussion at Geneva as. 
to changes in the American reserva- 
tions. The powers must accept 
unanimously the _ reservations or 
America cannot join the court, and 
no amount of discussion at Geneva 
can alter this fact, officials explain. 


Advantages of Observing. 


Hut diplomats nevertheless feel 
that the United States may want to 
have an observer at the confer- 
ence. The discussion will be almost 
wholly about America’s purposes, 
America’s reasons for the reserva- 
tions, America’s interpretation of 
the fifth reservation, and it appears 
to diplomatists that the American 
State Department may wish at least 
to know what is said with respect 
to America at this world conference 
of the league. 

It is felt that unless the United 
States government has some means 


of being kept advised of what 
transpires, the American govern- 
ment will be handicapped in more 
ways than one. ‘And the practical 
way of being kept advised accu- 
rately, it is pointed out; is to have 
an American diplomat send first- 
hand information to the State De- 
partment. 

Theye are precedents for the 
sending of American ee 
European conferences in es 
where the United States 
thought it best not to be represent- 
ed officially.

American Minister to Switzerland, 
acted as observers. They admitted- 
ly gave good service and as a result 
of their first-hand reports the State 
Department was able to. protect 
American interests during these 
conferences and later make a treaty 
of peace with Turkey. It proved 
important for the United States to 
have first-hand information con- 
cerning the diplomatic maneuvers 
of the powers at Lausanne. 

Diplomats say that if the United 
States government really wishes to 
become a member of the world 
court at some later date and per- 
haps under different conditions, it 
may be highly important for the 
State Department to have first-hand 
information about the Geneva dis- 
cussions over the American reserva- 
tions.

NEW MEAT AND FOOD 
REGULATIONS READY 


Fowler Today to Submit Rules 
as Ordered Toned Down 
by Commissioners. 


Dr. William C. Fowler, health 
officer, announced yesterday that 
he had completed the toning down 
of his regulations for display of 
meat and other foods for sale, as 
ordered by the commissioners re- 
cently, and that he would submit 
to them today his new draft of 
rules. 

The new code is the result of 
study of requirements in seventeen 
other cities. Dr. Fowler said it 
was still stringent, though modi- 
fied, and that its enforcement would 
insure clean foods reaching con- 
sumers. 

Compulsory refrigeration of 
showcases has been eliminated. The 
requirement for a covering to keep 
off flies and prevent handling by 
customers by glass also “has been 
deleted. Adequate protection from 
flies and handling, except by sales- 
men, is still required.

“WORLD DISARMAMENT” HUMBUG. 


At the moment when Secretary Kellogg was 
discussing world disarmament questions in his 
address at Plattsburg yesterday, the military 


experts in the Geneva preliminary arms confer- 
ence were planning to adjourn until October, 
with no prospect that they would be able to 
agree upon a program for a general disarma- 
ment conference. 

Mr. Kellogg outlined the attitude of the 
United States government on disarmament 
questions. His statement, considered in con- 
nection with the developments in the Geneva 
preliminary conference, clearly reveals the 
principal obstacles that have been set up to 
prevent international limitation of armaments. 
These obstacles are: The attempt to devise a 
formula that will apply to all nations and all 
kinds of land and sea armaments; the insist- 
ence by certain nations upon a plan for super- 
vision of armaments by some international au- 
thority; the demand that the economic re- 
sources of a country shall be considered in 
establishing the scale of its armaments; and 
the refusal certain nations to limit their 
tonnage of submarines. 

The United States does not believe that a 
universal disarmament formula can be de- 
vised. Mr. Kellogg suggested that an attempt 
to do this would tend to complicate the prob- 
lem. He said the efforts of the American 
rovernment were directed toward the solution 
of concrete problems, for the sake of making 
progress in the actual reduction of land and 
sea armaments. 

The course pursued by the experts of cer- 
governments during the Geneva pre- 
liminary conference clearly indicates that 
those governments do not intend to reduce 
armaments. If the reduction of land 
forces were actually desired in Europe, for 
example, it would be easy for the delegates to

The United States, says Secretary Kellogg, 
will not agree to the supervision of its arma- 
ments by any outside body or be subject to in- 
spection or control by foreign agencies. Yet 
and its satellite governments are in- 
sisting that an international authority shall 
supervise armaments and have the right to 
out hidden armaments and secret war 
preparations. That proposition, if not aban- 
doned, is alone sufficient to make impossible 
any international agreement on disarmament. 
Other nations besides the United States are 
honorable and self-respecting, and will not 
tolerate the interference of an international 
smelling commission. : 

The blame for preventing any agreement 
upon concrete proposals to reduce land and 
naval forces must rest upon the governments 
which have set up,these unnecessary obstacles. 
The United States has not made the mistake of 
refusing to confer with other governments. 
It has kept its delegates at Geneva long after 
it become apparent that certain govern- 
ments have no. intention to reduce their 
armed forces. The hypocritical utterances of 
those governments have been subjected to the 
acid test at Geneva and have been thoroughly 
exposed. From this time forth, whenever 
Americans, are asked to believe that the na- 
tions which control the league of nations are 
sincerely desirous of bringing about reduc- 
tion of armaments, let the. record of the pre- 
liminary conference at Geneva be scanned, and 
let the vote of the nations be scrutinized. It 
will be found that the league of nations’ scheme 
for a world disarmament conference is a hum- 
bug, designed to postpone and prevent ‘any 
actual reduction of the armed forces of 
Europe.

A PRECIOUS FIRST EDITION, 


When John Bunyan, having been drafted at 
16 as a soldier in the parliamentary army and 
having been discharged from military duty 
after two-and-a-half years’ service, returned 
to his native village of Elstow, he resumed 
his occupation as a brasier or tinker, and was 
as poor as the proverbial church mouse. 
When, at 21, he married, he did not improve 
his fortunes. His wife brought him no dower 
of worldly wealth, for, as he himself tells us, 
they had not so much household stuff as a 
dish or a spoon betwixt them both. She did, 
however, bring him two books, left her by her 
father, namely, “The Plain Man’s Pathway 
to Heaven’ and “The Practice of Piety,’’ each 
of which had an observable influence on Bun- 
yan’s peculiar but most interesting spiritual 


history and development, as well as, in a less 


degree perhaps, on his future literary career. 

Poverty pursued Bunyan throughout his 
life. Although, in his 33 years of: productiv- 
ity, he sent forth no fewer than 60 separate 
publications, and although 100,000 copies of 
“The Pilgrim’s Progress’’ were sold between 
its first appearance in 1678 and its author’s 
death in 1688, his personal estate was sworn 
at under £100 for probate purposes in the 
last-mentioned year. 

‘*tThe Pilgrim’s Progress,’’ as first issued, 
was a small book, selling at about 18 ‘pence, 
or 36 cents, a copy. In its earliest form it 
was short of many characteristic episodes, 
which were added in the second and subse- 
quent editions. From the first impression so

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dence, the wife of Giant Despair, and for other 
important passages soon afterward incorpo- 
rated in the revised and augmented work. 

Originals of this tenuous first edition are 
naturally very scarce, for two reasons: First, 
time is relentless in his ravages, and in 250 
years great destruction can be wrought. Sec- 
ondly, the much bigger second and later edi- 
tions, with their large accretions of extremely 
interesting material, soon pushed the earlier 
and smaller volume off the market, and, in- 
deed, in the beginning, seemed to render it 
worthless by comparison, so that many copies 
of it were burned or thrown aside, in order to 
give place to the book in its fuller and com- 
plete form. The result is that such copies as 
do exist have a wonderfully enhanced scarcity 
value. 

Until a few weeks ago only ten examples, 
four perfect and six imperfect, were known to 
survive, but at Sotheby’s book auction in Lon- 
don on July 26 a hitherto unrecorded perfect 
copy, which is presumed to have been in con- 
tinuous possession of the same family since 
about the date of its publication, was offered 
for sale, and, after spirited competition, real- 
ized the phenomenal price of £6,800. One 
wonders what Bunyan would have thought or 
said if, in 1678, somebody had told him that 
his little 18-penny booklet would, in less than 
250 years, appreciate in value by 90,666 per 
cent, or what his spirit, as it wanders through 
the Elysian Fields, now thinks of the whole 
transaction. If a spirit can make wry faces, 
his is probably making them; and so is Shakes- 
peare’s, for, on the same day, a copy of the 
First Folio of 1623 was knooked down for the 
comparatively paltry sum of £1,800.

GERTRUDE'S CHALLENGE. 
Perhaps Gertrude Ederle’s challenge to 
swim the channel in competition against all 
comers for a purse of $20,000 will set at rest 
the envious criticisms of the British press. It 
is alleged that two tugs accompanied Miss 
Ederle, creating a sheltered area between them 
in which she swam; that one or both of the 
tugs created a suction which helped pull her 
along; and that the wind changed with the 
tide, counteracting its effect. 

The fact remains, however, that this girl 
waded into the surf on the shores of France. 
and less than fifteen hours later waded from 
the surf on the English shore, her crossing 
having been effected solely by her own effort. 

The second tug was hired by a rival swim- 
mer who followed the journey for the purpose 
of observation and collection of photographs 
and data for her own swim. No craft moving 
at a swimmer’s pace could. create suction suf- 
ficient to ‘be of assistance, and Gertrude claims 
that instead of creating a lee, the water was 
chopped up between the two tugs to such an 
extent as to be a handicap. And if the winds 
did change to counteract the effect of the tides, 
perhaps that was heaven smiling upon the 
gallant girl. 


THE VOLUME OF 


The large yolume of money in. circulation is 
a demonstration that business is very active 
and the demand for credit great. The only 
danger is that the granting of credits will be 
excessive, tending to maintain a high level of 
prices. The Federal Reserve Board has taken 
measures to check the demands for credit and 
the volume of money in circulation. The dan- 
ger signal appeared about August 1. 

The total volume of money in circulation on 
August 1 was $4,858,473,503—an increase: of 
$23,762,822 over July 1 this year and an in- 
crease of $128,950,992 over August 1, 1925. 
The per capita circulation on August 1 this 
year was $42.01 as compared with $41.85 on 
July 1 and $41.31 on August 1 last year. For 
twenty years before the world war the average 
per capita circulation was about $33; and for 
the decade before that about $25. 

Gold certificates outstanding on August 1 
amounted to $1,072,356,949, while Federal 
Reserve notes had increased to $1,679,384,196. 
Gold certificates must have 100 per cent gold 
back of them, while Federal Reserve notes re- 
quire only 40 per cent gold. back of them. An 
increase in gold certificates, which are merely 
receipts for gold in the Treasury, means a 
reduction in the volume of unpledged gold in 
the Federal Reserve banks. 

The volume of silver certificates on August 
1 reached $384,133,895; national bank notes 
increased to a total of $653,939,394; and 
United States notes reached $295,976,816. 

The total stock of money in the country 
of all kinds: on the first day this month, was 
$8,399,076,061, as compared with $8,372,981,- 
468 on July 1 and $8,188,043,707 on August 
1, 1925. 


MONEY. 


Reports from the 49 citizens’ military camps, 
disclose a total enrollment to date of 33,994. 
The largest enrollment is at Camp Meade, Md., 
where 2,069 are receiving training. At Platts- 
burg, N. Y., there are two camps, with a com- 
bined enrollment of 3,274. 


Contrary to the general belief that the older 
farms are worn out, the Department of Agri- 
culture reports that most of the increased 
yields per acre are in the regions east of the 
Mississippi river. Western farmers are more 
extravagant in their methods than the hard- 
boiled Eastern growers.

EARNINGS FOR HALF YEAR 
BAROMETER OF BUSINESS 


Steel, Automobiles, Electric 
and Farm Equipment Are 
Among the Leaders. 


By WILLIAM P. HELM, Jr. 

Manufacture of almost every- 
thing in the United States is at the 
highest midsummer revel ever re- 
corded, according to reports from 
many lines to Federal agencies. A 
check of net profits thus far in 
1926 by some of the chief manufac- 
turing groups indicates that manu- 
facturers as a whole will experience 
a record trade this year. 

Iron and Steel, of course, are 
time-honored barometers of indus- 
trial weather. It is significant, 
therefore, that production of both 
has outrun the output to date of 
1925, one of the highest years re- 
corded in the industry. During 
July, for instance, the United States 
Steel Corporation booked, on an 
average, orders for about 50,000 
tons of steel a day as compared 
with about 40,000 tons in June 
and 30,000 tons in April. This 
year, barring a catastrophe, will be 
the most prosperous year for the 
Steel Corporation since the war. 

Steel production which stood at 
80 per cent of capacity in June 
increased slightly in July and is 
picking up even more in August, re- 
ports indicate, with the prospect 
of such a heavy demand in the fall 
months that the plants will be un- 
able to meet requirements. This 
situation will mean an increase in 
profits during the third and fourth 
quarters of 1926 over the record- 
breaking profits of the first half 
of the year. 

U. S. Steel Income Increases. 

United States Steel, the dominant 
factor in the industry, earned net 
income of nearly $54,000,000 dur- 
ing the first half of 1926 as com- 
pared with net income of $43,000,- 
000 during the same period of 1925. 
The record price reached for its 
stock indicates the possibility of a 
stock dividend in the not distant 
future. 

Automobile production and prof- 
its, as shown in the first article of 
this series, are running away with 
all records. One of the heaviest

The conference, which is be- 
ing held in the wooded grounds 
of the Chateau Bierville, 40 
miles from Paris, has as its pur- 
pose the bringing together of 
the youth of different nations to ; 
create mutual understanding 
and to work for world peace. 

The German delegates have 
definitely begun to dominate the 
conference. Even the German 
tourists costume — tungartered 
socks, heavy shoes, short trous-.

Manufacturers of farm  imple- 
ments are experiencing a banner 
year. Last year sales of farm ma- 
chinery and implements increased 
about 25 per cent over sales in 
1924. During the first six months 
of 1926, sales increased from 15 
to 25 per cent over sales during 
the same period of 1925. Ninety- 
seven independent farm implement 
manufacturers reported sales in- 
crease of 18.3 per cent last May 
over sales in May, 1925. 

Earnings of International Har- 
vester Co., J. I. Case Threshing Ma- 
chine Co., Advance Rumely Co. and 
Deere & Co., all bid fair to top 
this year the profits of any year 
since the farm depression began 
in 1920. 


Rail Equipment Gains. 


Makers of railreéad equipment 
are experiencing an unusually pros- 
perous year. For the first six 
months of 1926, locomotive orders 
totaled 838, as compared with 415 
during the same period last year; 
freight car orders totaled 41,431, 
as compared with 35,957 during the 
same period in 1925, and passenger 
car orders increased during the 
period from 447 in 1925 to 901 in 
1926. 

Record-breaking rail traffic has 
resulted in a heavy business for the 
manufacturers of air brakes, coup- 
lers, signal devices and parts. 

Electrical equipment manufac- 
turers report, almost unanimously, 
a big increase in both volume of 
business and net earnings. During 
the first half of 1926, for instance, 
the General Electric Co. sold $165,- 
405,700 worth of goods, as com- 
pared with $150,315,000 during 
the same period in 1925, while the 
Westinghouse Electric & Manufac- 
turing Co. showed an even greater 
increase in sales, from $84,506,009 
in the first half of 1925 to $97,459.,- 
000 during the same period this 
year. 

Sales of the Western Electric Co. 
increased about 7 per cent over the 
first six months of 1925, reaching 
a total of ‘$123,856,000 during the 
first half of the current year. 


Ice Profits Fall Off. 


Presumably one of the effects of 
the heavy sale of electric .refrig- 


erators has beep a falling off in 
profits of the ice companies. Wheth- 
er this is true cannot be definitely 
stated, but it is significant that 
among the relatively few large con- 
cerns failing to report earnings 
during the first. half of 1926 as 
large as during the same period of 
1925 is the American Ice Co. Its 
sales during the first six months of 
the current year were $6,916,901, 
as compared with $7,552,928 dur- 
ing the same period in 1925, and its 
net income for the first half of this 
year was $1,371,653,'as compared 
with $1,515,450 during the same 
period of last year. 

Here are relative net earnings of 
some other large manufacturers 
shown in terms of. common stock, 
per share: 

Otis Elevator Co., $7.28 during 
the first half of 1926 as compared 
with $12.81 for the full year of 
1925; William Wrigley Co., $2.66 
for the first half of 1926 and $5.07 
for all of 1925; United Drug Co., 
$3.81 for the first quarter of 1926 
and $12.64 for all of 1925; Mathie- 
son Alkali Co., $4.51 for the first 
half of 1926 and $8.42 for all of 
1925; Beechnut Packing Co., $3.49 
for the first half of 1926 and $5.38 
for all of 1925; Corn Products Co., 
$1.80 for the first half of 1926 and 
$2.16 for all of 1925, and National 
Biscuit Co., $3.07 for the first half 
of this year as compared with $5. 78 
for the full year 1925. 

Among other earnings, one notes 
the Underwood Typewriter Co., with 
$1.96 earned per share of common 
during the first quarter of 1926 as 
compared with $5.89 for the entire 
year 1925; Bethlehem Steel, with 
$4.36 for the first half of the cur- 
rent year and $5.30 for the full 
year 1925, and the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co., with $6.05 
during the first: half of 1926 and 
$11.65 during the entire year 1925. 

A few manufacturers of impor- 
tance are.running somewhat behind 
the records of last year. They, how- 
ever, are the exceptions to the rule.

Georges and Montgomery counties 
of Maryland. 

The farmers’ representatives pro- 
posed also an additional central 
farmers’ market for the entire city 
as distinguished from their pro- 


posed neighborhood markets. The 
delegation was headed by T. B. 
Symons, director of the agricul- 
tural ‘extension department of the 
University of Maryland, and was 
presented before Maj. Carey H. 
Brown, engineer of the park com- 
mission; George M. Roberts, super- 
intendent of markets of the Dis- 
trict and H. A. Spillman and C. W. 
Kitchin, of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment, other members of the site se- 
lecting committee. The proposal, 
along with other suggested sites, 
will be considered at a meeting of 
the coordinating committee today, 
it was said. 

Of the three proposed new sites 
heretofore given major considera- 
tion—in Eckington, near the Balti- 
more & Qhio freight yards, along 
the Southwest water front. and in 
the neighborhood of convention 
hall market—the Southwest loca- 
tion received the greatest support 
in the first returns from the poll, 
with voters advancing the argu- 
ments that the section has the fa- 
cilities of four railroads, river traf- 
fic and fish market. John F. Hick- 
ey, 728 Fifteenth street southeast, 
declared selection of _ that site 
would reduce the cost of living be- 
cause of these cost factors in han- 
dling foodstuffs. 

The midcity site, from Sixth and 
K streets eastward as far as neces- 
sary ranked second, supporters 
urging its selection because of its 
central location. Mrs. C. E. Cooke, 
1827 Lamont street northwest, de- 
clared it is the most convenient and 
accessible site for persons riding 
in street cars. 

Harry M. Dante, 3315 Sixteenth 
street northwest, accompanied his 
ballot with a drawing. Mr. Dante 
Proposed to begin the market at 
Seventh street, blocking off K street 
to Sixth, between New York and 
Massachusetts avenues, utilizing 
this for a new market building 
which would replace Center market. 
The square north of K street. be- 
tween Fifth and Sixth he would 
use for commission houses, and in 
that south of K street, between 
Fifth and Sixth, Mr. Dante would 
locate the farmers’ market. 

The Patterson tract site was not 
very strongly supported, those in 
favor of it urging that it was cen- 
trally located to a large number of 
persons, accessible, provided room 
for parking of automobiles and 
“room to grow.’’ 

The present site of the O street 
market was favored by B. Londun., 
of Colmar Manor, Md., who urged 
its one-fare convenience to sub- 
urban residents and its location near 
the homes of many persons who 
walked to market. 

‘Leave it where it is,’’ Edson B. 
Olds, of the Union Trust Co., urged. 
“It is not unsightly and there is no 
other available site so convenient to 
everybody.’’

Captive Army “Sausage” Bag 
Torn From Moorings at 
Quantico by Wind.

Fredericksburg, Va., Aug. 18.— 
Torn loose from its moorings at\the 
marine flying field at Quantico in 
a storm yesterday, a captive bal- 
loon, unoccupied, drifted out over 
the Potomac river and was de- 
stroyed when the hydrogen-filled 
bag was struck by lightning. It 
burst into flames and fell into the 
water. 

The .balloon, of the ‘‘sausage’”’ 
type, used for observation purposes, 
was held at low altitude with a 
steel cable to a heavy truck, when 
a violent gust of wind wrenched it 
free, permitting it to rise and drift 
with the wind.

But the re- 
sult will be worth while as the nuts 
are salted just as they are needed 
and therefore are crisp and fresh 
and delectable. Turn the unsalted 
pecans (1 pound) into a large flat 
pan (the dripping pan will serve 
admirably) and distribute them 
evenly over the surface of the pan. 
Add by the tablespoonful gust 
enough salad oil to moisten the nut 
meats and stir them about until 
the nuts are more or less evenly 
coated with the oil. Place them 
in the upper part of the oven, under 
which there is but a low flame, for 
they are easily scorched. Do not 
salt the nuts before they are roast- 
ed. Turn frequently as they cook, 
stirring them about. The length of 
time that they must remain in the 
oven depends somewhat upon the 
nut meats and somewhat upon the 
heat of the oven and each person 
must be his own judge. They must 
be removed before they brown in 
the least and when they are taken 
from the oven turned into a brown 
paper to absorb the surplus ‘oil. 


While they are on the paper sprin-|° 


kle them with salt, stirring them 
about as the salt is applied. Allow 
them: to cool on the paper, then 
place in a glass jar and cover close- 
ly. They wili remain fresh for 
days, and pecans are decidedly an 
asset at a supper or dinner party 
and are very nice to have on hand 
for the occasional table of bridge 
in the evening. Thank you for 
your nice letter.

1 cupful soft breadcrumbs. 
1 1-3 cupfuls pulp of green peas. 


34 teaspoonful sugar. 


2 eggs. 
1-3 cupful butter. 
1-3 eup chopped walnuts. 


2% tablespoonfuls flour. 


1% teaspoonfuls salt. 
Pepper to taste. 

1 bunch carrots. 

2% cupfuls of milk. 


Force the peas (1 can if not fresh 
ones) through a sieve. Mix with 
the bread:crumbs and add the eggs. 
sugar, half of the butter and the 
nut meats. Add a part of the sea- 
soning and three-fourths of a cup- 
ful of milk. Turn into a greased 
baking dish and set aside for 20 
minutes. Cover:and bake 45 min- 
utes in a moderate oven. 

Melt the remainder of the butter 
in a sauce pan, work in the flour 
and add the rest of the seasoning. 
Add gradually the remainder of the 
milk and when the sauce, thickens 
add the carrots that have been 
cooketi until tender and _ “forced 
through a sieve. Pour the sauce 
over the pea roast that has been re- 
moved from the dish and inverted 
on a previously warmed platter. 
Garnish with parsley or lettuce 
leaves.

With all the familiar indices con- 
tinuing to give testimony to the 
high level of business, it is not sur- 
prising that for the eleventh week 
this year loading of revenue freight 
has exceeded the 1,000,000-car 
mark. 

Loading of revenue freight for 
the week ended on August 7 totaled 
1,083,199 cars, an increase of 30,- 
681 cars above the corresponding 
week last year, according to re- 
ports filed yesterday with the 
American Railway association.

a... LIMITATION 
RULING BY CARL 


_ Schools May Benefit if Held 
Not to Apply to Sites Ob- 
* tained by Condemnation. 


OFFICIAL WILL BE TOLD 
INTENTION OF CONGRESS 


> Plea for Park View Reconsid- 
eration to Contain Letters 
From Phipps and Funk. 


Although Maj. Daniel J. Dono- 
van, District auditor, has~ ruled 
against them, there is still a pos- 
sibility that the commisioners may 
find a loophole out of their school 
site dilemma, it was definitely de- 
termined. 

This solution was in no wise af- 
fected by the ruling of Comptroller 
General McCarl several days ago 
that the $154,000 appropriation 
for the Park View school was sub- 
ject to the 25 per cent limitation 


placed. by the last session of Con- 
gress on the price of school sites 
above their assessed valuation. 
Rather it rests on an opinion yet 
to be made by the comptroller gen- 
eral. 

It is the question of whether the 
limitation applying expressly to the 
“purchase”’ of sites also applies to 
those acquired by condemnation. 
The matter has been submitted to 
the comptroller general by the Na- 
tional Capital park and planning 
commission regarding the acquisi- 
tion of park sites. 


Decision Is Reported. 


Comptroller General McCarl was 
reported several days ago as having 
reached a decision favorable to the 
commission. No such decizion has 
yet been made public however. 

If the comptroller general rules 
that the limitation does not apply 
to land acquired by condemnation 
his ruling will also be taken to ap- 
ply to schoo} sites as the same prin- 
ciple is involved. 

Maj. Donovan has ruled, in the 
meantime, that the limitation does 
apply to condemnation acquired 
land. The word ‘‘acquired’”’ is not 
used in the current appropriation 
bill which carries the limitation, nor 
is there any mention of land ac- 
quired by condemnation. 

The word purchase is. used. 
Maj. Donovan contends, however, 
that there is no doubt but that Con- 
gress intended to limit the amount 
paid for land acquired by any proc- 
ess. On the other hand, it is con- 
tended in some quarters that con- 
demnation of land ig not a ‘“‘pur- 
but the exercise ef eminent 
domain. The comptroller general 
has a habit of following not the in- 
tent of Congress but the language of 
its legislation. 


‘Reconsideration te Be Asked. 


The comptroller general, in the 
meantime, will be gaked for recon- 
sideration of his ruling on the Park- 
view appropriation. Maj. Dono- 
van held that the 356 per cent limi- 
tation did not apply:to this project, 
as it was expressly left out, as evi- 
denced by letters he has from Rep- 
resentative Funk, of Illinois, and 
Senator Phipps, chairmen, respec- 
tively, of the House and Senate Dis- 
trict appropriation subcommittees. 

This appropriation, though, is but 
one item of the whole, and has no 
bearing on the broad problem of 
how aschool sites are to be acquired 
this year. 

Although the appropriation bill 
gives no specific authority to con- 
demn property for sites, this power 
is given the commissioners in the 
District code. It provides that when- 
ever they are unable to purchase 
sites within the appropriation grant- 
ed they may resort to condemnation 
proceedings. 

Heretofore, it has availed them 
little, as condemnation juries gave 
as high or higher awards than the 
commissioners had to pay by pur- 
chasing the property outright. Now 
it may serve as a blessing.

AIR MAIL CONTRACT ORS 
ARE URGED TO EXPAND 


New Says Adding Passenger 
and Express Business Would 
Make Lines Pay. 


REPLIES TO HENDERSON 


(By Associated Press.) 


Air mail contractors who are los- 
ing money were urged yesterday by 
Postmaster General Néw to go into 
the business also of carrying pas- 
sengers and express. In this way, 
he believed they could put their 
business on a paying basis. 

The government is doing its 
utmost, he said, to improve the air 
mail, wants the assistance of private 
capital in its development, and ‘is 
determined to continue operation of 
the transcontinefftal service, at 
least until it can be turned over to 
private interests which would guar- 
antee its permanent maintenance. 
Mr. New outlined his views and 
expectations in comment on the 
statement of former Assistant Post- 
master General Henderson, now 
with the National Air Transport, 
Inc., that an efficient air mail serv- 
ice can not be maintained until the 
government replaces ‘‘old-fash- 
ioned’’ single-engine planes. 
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| NEWS OF THE CAPITAL IN PICTURES 


‘“‘What we have done to date 
has been accomplished with equip- 
ment that everyone knows has fall- 
en far short of being up to date,”’ 
Mr. New declared. ‘‘As soon /as 
Congress gave us money with which 
to buy we ordered 50 new planes 
of the very best type, 18 of which 
already have been delivered, and 
the remainder are coming at the 
rate of three a week. They are 
designed to carry mail only, for ob- 
viously the government is not go- 
ing into the passenger business.”’ 
Contractors, however, are learn- 
ing that to be successful they must 
carry passengers and express, said 
the Postmaster General, adding 
that while all contract air mail 
lines are not losing ,.money, most 
of them are and will continue to 
do so so long as they depend on 
mail only. 

In a statement issued last night, 
Mr. Henderson said his previous 
comment on the air mail service 
was not intended as a criticism of 
departmental policy. 


SPEEDIER STRETCHES 
READY FOR APPROVAL 


Moller Expects to Propose 
Higher Limits on Certain 
Streets Tuesday. 


A list of outlying boulevards on 
which the automobile speed limit 
will be increased from 22 miles an 
hour to a graduated series of speeds, 
the maximum at 30 miles, is expect- 
ed to be presented to the commis- 


sioners Tuesday for approval. 

Acting Director of Traffic I. C. 
Moller made this announcement yes- 
terday. He said that the signs in- 
dicating approved speed would be 
ready for delivery on that day and 
that if they arrived according to 
schedule he would ask the commis- 
sioners .to promulgate the new 
Speeds so that the signs could be 
erected at once.

Resignation to Be Made to 


‘Federation of Citizens 
Associations. 


CAN NOT HOLD TWO POSTS 


District Commissioner Proctor L. 
Dougherty at last has discovered a 
way to resign from the reared ad- 
visory council. 

The council, which has refrained 
from meeting to escape an embar- 
rassing situation caused by the 
rules under which its members are 
elected, was placed in. greater di- 
lemma when the commissioners in- 
vited its members to sit with them 
to. discuss jointly with them the 
1928 District budget. 

Mr. Dougherty did not want to 
sit with both bodies. He must re- 
sign from the council.

AERO BOD TO AS 
GONGRESS TO LLOT 
FUNDS FOR AIRPORT 


3,000 Square Feet Fill Be- 
tween Gravelly and Hunter 
Points Favored. 


$950,000 IS REQUIRED 
TO U IMPROVE TRACT 


Comniation . of Work Within 
Two Years Would Be 
Attempted. 


Direction to the army chief of en- 
gineers for a 3,000-foot-square fill 
on the Virginia side of the Potomac, 
bet ween Gravelly and Hunter 
Points, for a District airport will 
be asked of the next Congress by 
the District chapter of the National 
Aeronautic association, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The request will include provi- 
sion that an amount of money in ad- 
dition to the preliminary estimate 
of the United States engineers’s of- 
fice on the cost of the fill, be in- 
cluded in the appropriation go that 
the airport site could be built in two 
years instead of five, as estimated 
at presert, in view of an inadequate 
amount of machinery. 

The chapter will endeavor to ob- 
tain more machinery. for the engi- 
neering department to complete the 
work in two years. 


May Consider Two Sites. 


It may be possible that both the 
Benning race track and Gravelly- 
Hunter Point sites and their respec- 
tive advantages will be presented 
for the consideration of the con- 
gressional committees to which the 
matter is referred. 

The estimate of the engineer's 
office on the cost of the Gravelly- 
Hunter Point fill, $950,000, was an- 
nounced to the District chapter yes- 
terday. It calls for the construc- 
tion. of an 8-foot wall above the 
water line at low tide. The fill at 
that price is figured only to 8 feet 
above low tide. This is several feet 
under the height attained by maxi- 
mum floods, which occur, however, 
between intervals of 20 and 50 
years only. 

Considering that flood wagnings 
are usually available, it S$ ex- 
plained that any necessary material 
could be removed from the site in 
case a flood should occur. A height 
of 12 feet above’ low tide, which 
is above any previously recorded 
flood elevation, would bring the 
cost ofthe fill to about a third 
more than the vriginal estimate. 

Work of filling the area amount- 
ing to 210 acres, would necessitate 
4,500,000 cubic yards of dredging, 
3,500 feet of rip-rap stone protec- 
tion along the river front and a 
wall inclosing the fill on three sides, 
9.000 feet in length, the tract ad- 
joining the Virginia shore on the 
fourth side. 

The Gravelly-Hunter Point site, 
if made possible. would mean an 
airport within 2* miles of the cen- 
ter of the city.
